Rarely encountered OHIO Eustrophinae 
(Coleoptera, Tetratomidae)

The family Tetratomidae is represented in the United States and Canada by 5 subfamilies, 10 genera, 
and 26 species (Arnett, et.al., 2002). The Ohio Eustrophinae previously recorded consist of 4 genera 
and 4 species widely distributed in eastern North America and Canada (Pollock, 2008). The 4 
previously known genera and species recorded from Ohio are as follows: 

Holostrophus bifasciatus (Say) 

Eustrophus tomentosus Say 
Eustrophopsis bicolor (Fabricius) 

Synstrophus repandus (Horn) 

Ongoing collecting efforts by members of The Ohio Coleopterists in Ohio, including the authors Vinton 
County cabin property, has revealed a diverse and abundant beetle assemblage. All 4 species of the 
subfamily Eustrophinae, previously recorded from Ohio, are represented in these collections and are 
conspicuous inhabitants off various fungi, under bark, and captured by various trapping techniques 
including Lindgren Funnel traps and flight intercept trapping. In addition, a newly recorded genus and 
species for Ohio has been collected and herein illustrated. Three specimens of 
Pseudoholostrophus discolor ( Horn) have been collected by the author from his Vinton County 
cabin property (figure 1). Pollock, 2008, records the distribution of P. discolor in the United State as: 
IN, MA, MD, NH, PA, Rl, TN, and VA. Based on this distribution it comes as no surprise that 
P. discolor is recorded here from Ohio and the captures represent a new Ohio State Record which 

will be published at a future date. Pollock, 2008 lists 
P. discolor as “given that specimens of P.discolor are 
rarely collected, there are very few data available on its 
habits or biology”. 

The recorded data for the three Ohio specimens are; 
7-26 July 2014, Lindgren Funnel Trap, K.D. Karns. 
27-June to 04-July-2015, Flight Intercept Trap, 

K.D. Karns. 17-July-2015, Headlamping on rotten logs, 
K.D. Karns. 

A well illustrated key to the Nearctic genera and 
Canadian species of Eustrophinae (which includes the 
eastern US fauna) by Darren A. Pollock can be found in 
ZooKeys 2: 261-290 (2008).
